Man Injured 
In SDS Riot 
Is Paralyzed 


CHICAGO (AP) — An assist­ 
ant corporation counsel injured 
during a street ram page by a 
militant faction of the Students 
for a Democratic Society faces 
many months of paralysis, doc­ 
tors say. 
Charged with attempted m ur­ 
der and aggravated battery in 
the attack Saturday on Richard 
Elrod, 35, was Brian Flanagan, 
22. of Southampton. N.Y. Flana­ 
gan was held today in $100,000 
bail. 
Elrod was involved in a scuf­ 
fle when members of the Weath­ 
erm an faction of SDS demon­ 
strated in the downtown Loop 
area. His neck was broken and 
his body paralyzed. 
The m arch was the culm ina­ 
tion of four days of violence at 
demonstrations called by the 
W eatherman SDS factions which 
had vowed to “ bring the war 
home” to Chicago. 
Organizers predicted 5,000 to 
15,000 persons would take part. 
No more than 500 took part in 
any demonstration. 
Some 250 persons wore arrest­ 
ed during the four days, about 
half of them Saturday. Most 
were charged with mob action, 
disorderly conduct and resisting 
arrest.

MOSCOW (AP) — Two veter­ 
an Soviet cosmonauts blasted 
into space today to chase five of 
their orbiting comrades in what 
may turn out to be the most 
complex earth-orbit mission yet. 
Tass news agency said all 
seven cosmonauts feel fine and 
that equipment aboard the three 
Soyuz —Union— spacecraft is 
working normally.

bringing her home from a vaca­ 
tion in France with her third 
husband, 
shipping 
magnate 
Niels Onstad. She was 57 and 
had been suffering from leuke­ 
mia for nine months, but the 
rniblic and most of her friends 
did not know. 
ITie condition of the three­ 
time Olympic gold medalist sud­ 
denly worsened in Paris and a 
doctor who was called in ad­ 
vised Onstad to take her home. 
“ We had been flying only an 
hour and she just slept away,” 
the husband said. 
Miss Henie kept up her skat­ 
ing-—and her 110-pound, 5-foot-2 
figure—after she stopped per­ 
forming in the mid-1950s, but 
after her m arriage to Onstad in 
1956 she devoted more and more 
time to the outstanding collec­ 
tion of modern art which he had 
started. 
In 1958, the Onstads gave Nor­ 
way 250 of their paintings, hous­ 
ing them in (he $3.5 million Hoe- 
vikodden Art Center which they 
built outside Oslo.

1,000 rioting Protestants in an 
exchange of tear gas and spo­ 
radic shooting in Belfast early 
today.

Prime Minister James Chiches­ 
ter Clark said the Protestant 
community feared the reorgani­ 
zation of the police force would 
weaken the defense of Northern 
Ireland. 
“Nothing is further from the 
truth,” he said. 
Looking tired and worried, 
Chichester Clark said it was an 
absolute tragedy that some of 
the people had gotten involved 
in shooting incidents with Brit­ 
ish troops. 
“Let us not forget that they 
are our troops,” he said. “Let 


us at all times remember that. 
They are here to help us.” 
Early this morning, after 46 
hours of continual duty, the sol­ 
diers on Shankill Road were 
bedded down in damp, wind­ 
swept streets with only a sleep­ 
ing bag between them and the 
sidewalk or the concrete floors 
of makeshift billets. Many of 
them are griping about their 
routine—nine days of duty fol­ 
lowed by three days in the bar­ 
racks with no leisure time.

Commissioner

H. Kluzik said Sunday that an 
increase in this year’s traffic 
fatalities was due to “a big 
change in driving attitudes—a 
disregard for the driving rights 
of others.” 
“If drivers would stay within 
the speed limits and show some 
consideration to the other guy 
there would be a lot fewer ser­ 
ious accidents,” he said. “But 
the accent is on speed.

Gus Hall, speaking at a City 
Club Forum while eight 
pro­ 
testers 
against 
him 
carried 
signs and passed out pamphlets 
outside, said that more Negroes 
and workers than intellectuals 
had been joining the party in 
the past three years. He said 
blacks and workers were not 
heavily represented in the party 
until recently. 
“ To view what is happening 
as a m ere fad—an age gap, a 
drug cult, a sex revolution—or 
some passing fancy 
of 
mini­ 
skirts and four-letter words 
is 
to hide one’s head in the sands 
of tim e,” Hall said. 
‘‘These are but surface m ani­ 
festations, 
trem ors 
resulting 
from the political earthquake 
that is shaking the foundations 
of tile old social order.”
